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DETAILED ACTION 

This application was filed 1 1/3/2005 and is a 371 of PCT/EP04/03479 (4/1/20040 which 
claims benefit of 60/459724 (4/2/2003). Claims 1-15 are before the Examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Specifically, there seems to be no difference between the products of steps (i) and 
(j). Clarification is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co. , 383 U.S. 1 , 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 
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4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 

5. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Milecki and 
6878721 and 6800643. 

Milecki teaches how to make up to formula (I). US Patents 6878721 and 6800643 teach 
how to combine formula (I) and another compound to make the final product of claim 12. The 
difference between the reactions taught by Milecki and the US Patents is that the specific 
reducing agents, Lewis acids and other agents are not taught by the references. 

However, it would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to change one reagent for 
another equivalent reagent with the reasonable expectation of getting the same or similar results. 
Rationale: Optimization of a known reaction is within the skill of the ordinary artisan.
